I was born in. April of 1947 in Georgetown, British <*iiana 
(now called Ouyana) , on the north oast coast of South 
America. My father was an American of Dutch doe cent whoso 
homo was in Wisconsin. - Ho was an officer in the array air 
corps, later the Air Force. He was the eldest of a large 
family, and had sad memories of his childlxsod in the 
depression* He could be charming and sinooth, and I thin* may 
have been a bit of a womanizer. 

My mother was born in British Guiana. Her family was 
colonial British. I think one of my great uncles had been 
governor of the colony t Her family was- also large but she 
was not the eldest. She seems to have, bad ;a very happy, 
childhood/ as eho. often would entertain my two sisters and mo 
with tales of long holidays in Itobago and Trinidad, as well 
as . stories of " formal parties^ at their npmo in Georgetown* 
She grew up near the sea in a nearly peri ett- alimato:. 
servants did the cleaning and cooking, nurses took caire of 
the children. My mbther. did not know her way "around a 
kitchen until she was forced to produce meals after becoming 
married. My father used to say he taught mom to cook. 

.My parents met under bizarre conditions , my : f ather 1 having 
been pulled off a military transport bounds for ths war/in 
North Af Srilea./ At a dance they met and my dad, . splendid in, 
military 'uniform/ anhcainced ^that first night that he would 
marry my mother* She found, him to fco a very forward.-, 
American- in fact they were married- in Wis cons in in 1943 and 
my mother became* pregnant almost iwediai teiy . My sister 
Sandra was born in 7*pril 1944 < and.-Chrietine • a year and a day 
later. I have, been told that my mother adapted very poorly 
to life in Wisconsin with ita fierce winters . OTiey did not 
have much money and my mother would have periods of 
depression. When she. was pregnant with mo her doctor told my 
dad/ "If you want your wife to iive long enough to radfe the 
children, take her back to heir home." So I was the third 
child born in April. I had a normal birth arid was taken care 
of by the family nurao. Before I was two years old we moved 
back to Wisconsin. . 

My earliest memory, and I am not sure this over really 
happened, is of a doctor and my father examining my penis to 
see if IT should bo circumcised, as this was not "automatic 11 
in British hospitals . My sisters were, near the door and 
later told me that people walking by could see mo; Did this 
ever happen? l*don 4 t know. Anyway the decision was not to 
circumcise which made me feel and look different from 
American boys . As I grew up X would avoid situations where I 
would have to change in front of others. Early in life my 
geooitals were a source of sjiame to -mo. 

We lived in many different places when I was small, and 
consequently my closest * friends word my sisters. Before 1 
waa seven we lived in British Guiana, Wisconsin, Buffalo Hew 
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York, Atlanta Georgia, and Van Nuyo, California. Part of 
this time my father was away in Oennany, and I think, Japan. 
I have very few memories of these years. I don f t know what 
effect my father 1 8 absence had on me, but I was much closer 
to my mother and sisters. 

♦ 

I have two important memories from when I was six or b erven 
years old. One was quite traumatic. We were living in the 
San Fernando Valley, and my dad was working at Edward's Air 
Force Base in the desert. He would come, homo to the 
apartment on weekends. On one of these occasions my mother 
and he must have had a fight. Our family was one in which 
there was. a minimum of demonstrable emotion. We did not hug, 
or say endearing things to each other.- Never were, voices 
raised. We children were expected to bo well behaved and - 
quiet. Bo one., ever yelled. At times, we Were spanked, but * 
there was hover a big scene. I think my mother has always 
been rather passive toward .my dad, and. she was conscious in 
those early years of her complete dependence on hinw At any 
rate, there must have been some scene, and my dad came to me 
and announced that be no longer loved my mother, and instead 
was. going to live in Germany with a womaxi he loved there. (I 
think he bad an affair while be was oversea?.) jl came 
completely ungliue'd, i became, frantic, and .begged him not to 
leave, .us. I think all my jEea^s of . a^n^nment focussed oh 
this moment. years later ray* mother said she never understood 
why he bad said that to me, such a small boy. She knew i 
would never forget it; As it turned out . my dad stayed;, but 1 
am sure in. the back of my mind X always £eared abiandonmeht. 

The other memories I. have are childhood sexuality memories of 
plaiying "doctor with a girl named a$arsha # of teasing my 
sisters about their boyfriends, and such. I have a vivid 
memory of getting in trouble for pulling down the pants of a 
smaller boy who lived in pur apartment complex. I was with 
two other boys when wo did this, and it may have been my 
idea. We did get caught by the small boy's mother and I 
remember bein<j terrified that I was going to be punished . As 
it turned out my mother just -told me not to do it again. 

After living two more places in the Ijos Angeles area, and 
going to two more schools ,* we moved to a nice house in Oirange 
County near Knott's Berry Farm and Disneyland. There used to 
be orange? there in those days. I was ten years old. Jfy 
brother Peter had been born the previous year, and another 
brother, David, was born when I was eleven*. So .we alipost had 
two families: the one in which I grew up with my. two 
sisters, and a decade later one with two small boys. We all . 
went to Catholic schools ... my father is a great believer in 
quality education and he felt the nuns, were the beat 
available. We were told that if. we got in trouble at school . 
we could expect double that when we got home* X bad a £ew 
friends, and- 1 became an altar boy- I remember one frantic 
night when I was in training and the priest in charge told. 
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that I could not bo an altar boy bdcauso my Latin 
.pronunciation was bo* bad. I went home Bobbing and quite our© 
my father would be angry and disappointed- I have a memory 
of him sitting at my bedside and comforting me. He said he 
would get me a tutor. J. remember being surprised that I was 
not in trouble, and I f oel that my father empathized with hie 
frightened son. I don't have many memories like that* 

We were a proud Catholic famiiy, and my f ather would put ua 
on, parade whenever possible. We would march down- the front 
aisle, on Sundays and sit conspicuously in a front pew. My 
dad became president of the Holy ITame Society. We prayed the 
rosary aa a family. We never watched television during the 
week, and on weekends wo could only watch what my dad marked 
in the TV Guide.'* All homework -had to be checked by him 
before". being handed, in -to the nuns. During the summer we 
were required to bring home schoolbooks and clad would assign 
work daily. ,2here was no doubt who ruled" our lives. . Ifone, of 
us could * envision rebellion. My dad drank at the time, 'and 
eventually developed into an alcoholic; but I don't: remember 
abuse of liquor. I do remember my dad 1 s unpredictable and 
awful tempers Once my. sister Christine went to a skating 
.rink with a friend. Christine wore a skating skirt whioh my* 
father h^d;ferbidderi as being prurient.; The other- girls 
parent, was to have: picked' them up, bate my father did* instead. 
He said nothing to Christine on the way home/ but; once in the 
house he exploded* as he had never before 1 . He ripped the 
skirt from my sister, and tore it to shreds- Ho wjas in a 
rage, ^.mother tried to stop him and then he tfurned. on her. 
She locked herself in the bathroom biut my dad kicked a hole 
in the door. All of us children were terrified and crying. 
It was one of the worst nights of my life. I don't remember 
how it ended, but the next day it was as if nothing had 
happened. A full-length mirror was bought, and' placed over 
the wrecked door* Everyone- tip^toed axoun<3, but. I cUSn*t 
think the incident was ever mentioned. Vfo still lived in 
t error of another explosion . I described it as always having 
to walk on eggs so as not to upset my father. My mother 
claims it was like living next to a live volcano. 

When I was thirteen I was emptying the garbage when I 
discovered a used Kotex. I hadn!t a clue what it was so I 
carried it back into the house and showed it: to one of my 
sisters ♦ I said, "Look, some one's been bleeding 1 " My 
sister about died. of entoarraasmehjb:. and X was rushed out of 
the room without explanation. What great secret had I 
uncovered? A few days later my father sat. mo down and 
together we began to read through a sex education book which 
had been recommended by the priests* They could not have 
chosen a worse source, because it was very arifci-.eeot, and I 
believed every word.* Tba pope woulii iaot h^ft^ i?iid ©lit a'aor* 
conservative approach had fro personally '^Sftatft tie 
instruction* I remember Verbatim one sections when the booh 
dealt with wet dreams. These were events that wore 
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unavoidable but nevertheless to bo resisted. Consider the 
pleasure ono might realize to be poison to tho soul. Wot 
dreams were liko poison candy, it tasted sweet, bat would 
kill tho immortal soul . Any slip in a stalwart resolve to 
fight against the pleasure should be confessed immediately* 
Masturbation was unspeakably evil. I swallowed the 
instruct ion. hook, line, and BinXor. I would, resist sexual 
pleasure forever. Every night I prayed that I would be 
spared a wet dr©am for fear I would fail to resist- I wanted 
to remain pre-pubescent . I didn't want to grow up into the 
confusing world of adolescence. When I began to grow pubic 
hair X secretly used an electric shaver to* remove it. I was 
terribly ashamed. I prayed that my penis would romain small 
like a boy's. " I thought, men 1 s genitals wore. ugly. I did 
whatever I could to "reaist the inevitable arrival, of puberty- 
Fitting well into this fear of sex, women, men, -and my 
father, was. the idea o£ going oif to the seminary to bo a 
priest. I had started .to: think about this, years bofpr©, and 
I don,*t remember if the' idea was mine or my father* s- He 
certainly encouraged it; and probably ..would not have* accepted 
any other profession from me. I waB glad to fee going away 
from home, and some of my friends froih- eighth grade ^wore 
going to St. Anthony? s in Santa Barbara also. I remember 
being disapjtointed when my father would not let me go ■ to .my 
graciiatipn: dance 'with my school friends. He said he didn't 
think, the. fathers at the seminary would approve of - dancing 
with girls and such. I never protested, hut did as I was 
tolci. At the age of. fourteen I was off to boarding school. 
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St. Anthony* 3 vaa a 3mall school of 230 atudenU hou3ed in large 
stone buildings behind Mission Santa Barbara. Most of the students 
were from middle class families and all arrived with hope of 
becoming priests and Franciscan. The dormitories were really 
barrack* There v** very little privacy, . which was difficult for me 
at first. This Minor seminary functioned as both a pre-training 
program for prieats and as a filter mechanism for 3 training out 
rhose *?h0' ye re not suitable. . or at least that's how it worked on 
paper, .as a result the senior class had about thirty members, while 
there ?ere one hundred ninth graders. 

*• ^ 
I ua3 not. terribly homesick, and I adapted quickly to- life at the 
seminary* The routine drove some out. I thrived. I loved the 
cofcfaderie, the instant allegiance to a group,; the. encouraged-, 
competition between clashes. I was bullied by some of the older- 
boys,, but not to .any; serious degree. I was 5' 1" tall and weighed - 
102 pounds. I had never won a fight. Ifce school prided itself on 
its* monastic order and- discipline. The* chapel was beautiful with 
high vaulted ceiling, deeply 3haded. 3tained glass, and magnificent 
"pipe organ. I came to lQV£,the services and mourned, over .'the fact 
*hat I* was. not chosen for the choir. For tiiree .years. I triedto 
■join, . and was only accepted as a senior.. This experience affected 
the way I constructed choirs many years later. Pfe- played, sports 
daily,, and the school, gaa divided into te^ms with varying " divisioh^ 
30 that one wa3 playing those of equal ability, cr shall J say> 
inability. I learned to- play f ootball and baseball well, and I 
played handball at any available moment. Basketball was more 
difficult for me. St. Anthony's wa3* very demanding academically. 
Languages ware emphasised- Latin, Spanish, and Greek -were tequited 
Italian and German were electives, but one had to take an elective. 
Social studies, the arts, English, natural science, religion, were 
considered, important; Mathematics were not well taught. Discipline 
wa3 enforced through the ranks, and many older students abused their 
privilege, but basically the school ran smoothly. It was a 
:«ucrocosm, and the outside wrld had little td do with out lives. Z 

Sex had very little to do with anything else in my life at that 
time. I knew .of no liaisons among* the students; ox between the all 
male faculty and students. I never masturbated/ and I often, 
wondered what other boys confessed so often — there va3 always a 
line at the confessional box before the 6:15 am Mass. I had reachec 
puberty by the time I was a sophomore, and I suppose I had some wet 
dream*, . but I was still afraid of any sexaal thbucjht or act. I 
vemsmfce* lying in my bed and tickling *ys t etf ~ nat t^uehifig my 
geAitals ~ because the stimulatiijn felt good. &cteally I femember 
my first wet dream, during the summer after my freshman year. I 
recall fighting against any enjoyment aria compulsively trying to 
mutter some holy vord3 so I would not dp ?o. It wa3 a real ordeal

I wished I could fantasize about girls but I vas afraid to do so. I 
lived a very pure life. When I vas a junior ve had a sex education 
course, which included basic facts and much morality. I vas afraid 
to ask. questions and admired those who vere courageous enough to 
raise, their hands Once someone asked vhat exactly did "fuck:" mean 7 
Their was dead silence in the c oom. lhat vord yas never heard at 
the school. The priest, explained that it vas a crude vay of 
denoting sexual intercourse. I yas grateful for the knowledge, as I 
hadn't a. clue vhat it meant. 

Gradually* many of ay friends left the school. They either failed 
the academic cour3e> did riot seem to have the correct attitudes, 
vere disobedient in various small vays, or vere simply judged "not 
to have a vocation". Some left on their own. At Christmas of my • _ 
sophomore year, five boys were, summarily Duelled after the school's 
annual Christmas concert. Their crime: talking vith some girls 
after the concert. Ho contact with the opposite sex va3 allowed. 

In. 1965 I. graduated from the high school and vent directly into the 
major seminary college in San Luis Rcy, forty.milea above Son Diego. 
Again the school vas a closed system, capable of functioning quite 
independently of. the rest of the vorld. Academics vere stressed, 
sports vere not as important as in high school/ Some men joined our 
e^.ass vho had not been vith. us at the minor seminary. Thes.e yere 
considered "delayed vocations" and vere somewhat suspect from- the 
start. For those of us vho had been together before these nev 
sbidents arrived- vith a refreshing attitude that things could be 
done differently. Ihis vas the day of Peter, Paui and M^ry, The 
Mamas and the P^pas, and Bob Dylan ¥e vould sit out. near the 
orchard after, supper and sing protest songs. It vas at one of these 
sessions that some guys started taUoiig about masturbation. I don't 
remember vhy the topic arose or vhat vas said. Vhat I did realize 
ya3 that, none of ay classmates considered it vrong, and that I vas 
the only one in the. group vho did not d<> it. ¥e had been, educated 
in a fairly liberal spirit,; and not only did my classmates reject 
the categorization of sin into venial and mortal, but many of them 
questioned the church's entire approach to. sin, guilt, sexual 
ethics, and many other questions. Further, the faculty had recently 
been on "retreat" vith Carl Sogers vho had introduced them to a 
vhole nev vay of relating. There vere encounter groups started and 
talk of "getting out our feelings". So»e times day3 of recollection 
vould end vith the groups holding hands and svaying to Indian chant? 
by candle- Hght. I vas frightened of much of this, and tried to 
•lypi^t "touchy-feeiy* sessions. But the atmosphere vis a£ay f rum 
] 1 idgTtient .and tovard embracing, accepting, and- sharing I. accepted 
most of the nev theology in the church, and vas considered a radical 
by my family, but I vas never comfortable vith some of the physical

One night when I was in boarding school 1 was sleeping alone in the school 
inf irmary because I was running a fever. I must have been a sophomore or a- 
junior. 1 woke up in the night to f ind a priest sitting on my bed and ready to 
take my temperature, which he did. Then.he took off the. covers, lifted my. 
pajoma^tops and lowered theiottoms.Jrlried.to stop this, but he gehthj 
moved my hand ogt of the way. "Then he placed a fotd^tt towel 6nmy chest 
ano.De.gan to rid rny stomach and cnest. i became erect from the stimulation 
and his hand did rub against my penis several times, I remember feeling 
some distress at this because I did not know hdw much of this it might tafce 
to cause ejaculation. Before this did happen he stopped, covered nie up, arid 
left. The. whole thing lasted, 1 suppose; about ten minutes. The next 
morning he asked me if I had been awake when he eame.ia When I soid'yes" 
he said that he-was trying to lower my temperature by making me perspire* 
I thought all this, was a-pitodd, but I never told anyone about it and pretty . 
'soon it faned from my memory v/hile I don*t think it is of crucial 
import *nce in my life, it is curious that this is nearly the exact activity ! 
would. perform i.en to fifteen years later. 
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I decided I vould masturbate (I think we said "Jack oft"), .but I 
vasn't sure vtiat to do.

Saa Luis Key vas adjacent to Camp Pendleton M&ratie Base,, and the 
local tcm had a number of sex shops; I remenber the f if st time I 
looked.' into the door of one. and sav row after row of mstgasines of 
naked wqmea.. I couldn't believe it. I valked out dazzledL Later I- 
aCtualLy bought one and kept it fcetveen the- mattresses in ay room. 
That helped masturbation fantasies. I also read some "dirty 
novels". Probably it vas here that I read my ; first story unvolvxng 
women and small boy 3. That image vas very erotic • for me, and 
^vftntually I read a lot of * thsse books about voken. having sex with 
Honors. I also bought some, porno* magazines of naked. children. I 
asked my best friend once if he saw anything 'special* in pictures 
of children. He said. "Wo. not at all, * I began to. realise that I 
was. different. Sometimes I worried about thi3,. but I thought that 
as long as it vas just fantasy, there vas no reason. to panic. I 
knew that most people could dream about things, they would never 
actually do. 

a few times during the summers of my college years I associated. vith 
some young women who vere family friends. Once I took a girl to 
dinner and a movie. We vere definitely, not lovers or anything like 
that, but had been friend3 for year3, Vhen I graduated from college 
and petitioned to continue in the Franciscan program, one of the 
examiners asked if I had ever dated. . They didn't yant me to go on 
if T had no experience of any alternatives. I told them I had dated 
a rev times,, and that I vas fully aware of what I was doing I vas 
passed on to the next step. 

That summer I vorked at Children's Farm Home in Corvallis, Oregon. 
I had some experience teaching children religion iii cla33$3 at Camp 
Pendleton, and I found I was very successful and happy doing this. 
In the back of my mind I wanted to be a child psychologist,- or 
social worker , or teacher. I Oregon I was on a team taking care of 
older adolescents. Diis vas difficult both because I dtidn! t really 
likq these boys, and because I. was only a few yeaurs oldtff than they 
I petitioned to work with the 12 and 13 year oldai, but x% vis 
denied. I did enjoy something of a friendship with a co llege 
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for rides on my little Honda wotorbiXe and h^tfe pidniC3, I really 
liked her 3«d>€**gotsalang veil.

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In novitiate 1 received the Franciscan robes and began a program 
which would njn several year 3. snd conclude in a "final - commitment 
to life ao a Franciscan and then ordination* I never had a 
"vocation crisis'' or a vision or a. rebirth. I just followed the 
schedule, basically did as I vaq told, and kept ay mouth shut. I 
had always been skilled at pleasing authority figures. Novitiate 
proved rather bormg, 30 1 looked for something else to do. My 
confreres took various job3 around the plant, . su£h as cleaning the 
church, cooking for the groups or teaching religion at the adjacent 
school. I wanted- something out3ide of the place, so that I could be " 
more independent. I applied for a job at a local. Catholic 
childr^! * home which had once been sn orphanage and. now was a 
boarding artd day school" for "dependent children", maay of whom had 
-been assigned t&ere for various reasons by the courts. I started 
working a couple of hours, a day supervising the play period of 10 to 
thirteen year old boys. So^etiiies on Saturdays I worked all day, or 
now and then I "would be called" in on an emergency when someone got 
lost or ran away. I /sites good at s*y 30b, understood the children 
veil, and va3 able t^o set my ovrt schedule in novitiate-. Thi3 was 
♦unheard-of since -novitiate was supposed to be a carefully, regulated 
life. This was a pattern I later became known for: being able, to 
^et ny own agenda on the edge of a group so that.no one ever knew 
exactly what was going on with* me. 

"Diere was one boy at St. Patrick's Childress Howe in whoa I took 
special interest. Perhaps, he seejued more vulnerable* than the r'e3t. . 
ttaybe there vas something about him that wa3 physicaliy attractive 
to ae. I used to spend extra time talking with, him arv4 helping him 
yi th his homework. I never abused the boy or touched him 
inappropriately, . hut I clearly was attracted to hi*. ftie nun in 
charge always supervised the boys' showers and bed-tomes,, in fact I 
yas never there so late at nicpit, 30 perhaps some possible acting 
out, or at least voyeurism was averted by the circumstances. 

after one year of this I took leave of Sacramento and moved to 
Berkeley Utere I was enrolled in the Franciscan Sehool of Uieolcgy 
and became a* member of the Graduate Geological Union. While the 
Union had existed for some ye-ars, it was oniy refcen£ly that Catholic 
students and faculty had begitn to participate'. . IMa was tnjtly an . 
ecumenical educational experience. For the. :fi»t 'time I really 
became interested in academics. I began working for an degree 
in English church history. There was a lot of freedom given us 
students and I thoroughly enjoyed designing my osm program, both in 
*tjjd£es and in life lfor the first tiae t was not catefWiy, 
monitoted. I flourished. A colleague ot mine, aooOjer Fri^iseah, 
was in charge of mu^ic at the Catholic collets Newman. Center. Ihi* 
also functioned as an area pari3h. Knowing that I was interested 1:. 
-boys choir3 and music, he asked me to think about starting a boys 
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choir at Nevaan. I did do, I recruited and trained the choir while 
making many friends vith the. boys' parents and siblings. I worked 
very hard and the choir net with a measure of success. I vas quite 
happy. .1 vas invited out of ten by people connected to the choir- 
As always, people seemed to toast me implicitly. 

What was going, on sexually at .this time? I vas still masturbating, 
and from- time zo tiae I vould purchase some pornographic novel or 
aagazine. TM3 vas- a very free time in Berkeley ~ the early 70 's. 
It •jould not be uncommon to see children take off their clothes and 
paddle around one of the "Sampus fountains. This vas of great 
interest to me,- and sometimes I vould photograph them vith, my 
telephoto lens. I alsp found in one of the full service book- stores 
on Telegraph, some photography essays whiqh centered. on. boya. Some 
of these w£re very acceptable, some less so, but. from these books 
that I purchased the idea grev of taking my ovn photos of boys. In 
fact I did so on two occasions; once with * and once vith 

My relationship vith is the more significant of 

the two. 

tfhen first joined boys, ctipir he vas young, seven or eight 

years old, and very vulnerable because his parents were going 
through a divorce. He had. light brown or blonde hair and blue eyes. 
He also sang quite veil. Before lotxg he vas singing solos and. 
coming for extra practices. I kneiv bia mother veil, also his 
sisters and. grandmother. . The family* vas comfortable, vith me and 
with the care and interest I took in I. Once I was vith 

alone at a borrowed beach cabin, I had- decided ve were 
..going to do a one -day look at a boys life in pictures. I had a 
"photo journal from which 1 got the idea. So ve did a sequence frost 
rising, to going to bed complete with bath and a trip to the beach! 
I don't remember how reacted to ali of this t but he was 

cooperative. He trusted me, I'm sure for ae the exercise was 
sexually stimulating. I eventually had the film developed in 
Germany and small prints made, which I would look at from tome to • 
time. Finally I destroyed negatives and prints. But there i3 more 
to the story of and me. We used to wrestle, and I vould 

tickle him, while paying special attention to touching his genitals 
One summer he. came and spent a month vith jus in Oregpn, where the 
same type of activity was repeated many times. Always this vas done 
under the cover of some "legitimate* touching. . never 3eeme»j 

to mind, and I wasn't about to stop on my ovn. He sang some solos 
at a Mass . following my Ordination, and I have been in touch wxth hi: 
mother for years, Shen my provincial requested names of those I h?c 
3$u$ed, I gave him along, vith a recent address, tdd&y 

is in therapy trying to recover from my molesting M)L 

About this same time, or possibly bef ore^^molested ay littleu 

m Oregon; 1 was . staying at jny^^^J' 3 home, and vhile she 
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was at work I would bai>y3lt ^J^^^^HHpBi I al3o cook some 
nude photographs of him when he was very 3mall, as he wandered about 
half naked. I also posed some photos of him pretending to be 
changed by his lister. But thi3 va 3 not the worst* One nigfat after 
Christmas I was visiting my ■ |. I think it might have been New 
Tear' 3 Eve. Certainly we had been drinking, although I was not 
drunk. The children vere sti ll awake and ve were watching 
television vhen I realized nty| |had gone to bed in her room 
whic h was at a distance from the chil dren' 3 room a. At any rate, I 
told ^^^^H to go to bed and I took to his, room, helped 

him vi th pajamas, and put him. in bed. I was rubbing his back and 
then hi3 chest, while touching hia penis?: It fcscamd erect, but I 
was sure he was asleep tforidering what it would feel like,. 1 put 
his penis in my. mouth tot p$rha£s five second?. I remember tttinking 
it was similar to sucking my thJjmb. X little shaken by this . 
impulsive act I went to bed. The next ^ornincp^HI^MBarid I vere 
matching Cartoons. "He aaked me what I was. doing; to him* last night. 
A v&y'e of paruc came, over me. as I realized he had ncit beeivasle:ep 
and knew exactly what had happened. I told him I wa's just jpiayxng a 
g3*e, and not to worry about it, it was nothing. . For the next 
several years. I was worried he would bring it up soke m ghfc. at the 
dinner table. I don't know if he ever told my ^gj B about that 
night. Ho one has ever spoken to me about it. 

During these years, the- early 70*3, I made, one attempt to deal with 
ay disturbing thoughts and actions. I tried to tell a Franciscan 
counsellor about it on two occasions! I always, used such a round- 
about presentation that at neither time did he discover vhat I wa3 
talking about. I. would hint, he would stab, and we misaed each 
other entirely. Once I said that I was worried about the attraction 
boys vere to me. He said he knew vhat I meant, that he would like 
to* spend more of has tame visiting .the elderly, but he stall had to 
l&ave enough time for his academic work. How was my master's thesis 
coming, etc.? * 
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In 1972 I completed a master's degree in theology, * and the next year 
I vas ordained a deacon.. Soon after I received permission to spend 
a year in England and Germany working a3 a research assistant to a 
lay professor from Cai Berkeley. I va3 very good 'friends vith his 
f saily, and I vould also help take care of the four boys and a girl 
so Uiat the parents -could escape on occasion and travel yithout the 
f r-mily.. I never abused any of the children, and I don't remember 
Semg teapted to do 30. although there vould have been ample 
opportunity. I loved the tu&e'in Europe, and specialised in 
learrong the intricacies of the English school system. For a time. I 
Iv- T ed xr\ Orxocd. and th*n in Ca&bridge where I soaked up the culture 
of th? English cathedral and collegiate choir. I rersqlved to return 
vher.eve'r I get the chance. I do jemewber. spending so&e time in a 
porno shop m Amsterdam, ^hich had examples of every kind of. 3ex you 
. :an imagine, but I bought nothing there. I did buy the German - 
edition or a l*rge sex ejection book Hhich later appeared in this 
country under the name Shoy Me ; It sold here in Dai ton Book Stores 
and featured naked children. I also bought a French sex education 
l^ok *ith several photos or a family au natural. I kept these 
hidden rrsm the family i?ith vhich I vas staying. I atl3o 
investigated the -possibility cf studying English history at ens of 
the universities, but that never vorked out: 

When I returned ta California I- served as a deacon, in our church m 
Pfcuezux,. and then in May of 1915 I vas ordained a priest in the new 
St. Kary's Cathedral in San Francisco*. Here sas.'the focal point of 
fourteen years of .study and training. My family proudly posed with 
me for photographs. My parents vere beaming. My mother's parish 
.priest use to. say to her, "You are very blessed — the mother of a 
priest. " 'My sisters had always doubted that I vas doing the right 
thing vith my life, but on that day arid the. following vhen 1 said 
Sass. for the first time at the- parish church everyone joined in the 
celebration. As usual I va3 having trouble "Staying in the- moment, 
as I vas planning the next step. I had been accepted iri the 
elementary teacher education program at Cal Berkeley, and I vas 
hoping to teach children. The provincial met vith me and I 
plained vhat my plans' were Sis vere different St. Anthony's 
Seminary in Santa Barbara vas desperate for a teacher, and he vante-r 
ao to go there./ lhe school had changed radically after I had 
♦vaeu-ted ten years before, and X did not like its nev policies. Z 
r -oLi zhe provincial I didn't van- zo go there, and after an 
exploratory visit, I vas convinced thaw I vas right. I argued vith 
the provincial* ~*ho reminded me of ay vov of obedience. A rev vee. 1 .* 
later, during the summer vacation. I moved dovn to Santa Barbara, 
rR-Tcy/ resentful and hurt.

Thb ;trl nioiitaar? began vUen the faculty find students arrived in 
late August. Gone vac* the clean-cut, aiddle class student body of

vcgva tc cater to the poor, the disadvantaged, those vho badly . 
ne.eded a good education to survive. It vas a noble cause, and aacng 
"Jic-i-e -5C^rtt3 were sone very fine young aen, some of vhoa became 
F cunc^ccns. but the* experience sas very different from the early 
sratiefe Girlfriends vere tolerated, and if ter. soae tiae vere even 
encouraged. Ln *any vays the curriculum was now up bo. date and *or* 
practical, but the classics, had been dropped. Latin and Greek were 
no longer offered, and 30 on. I vas "Supposed to replace two people 
vho had left, end no experienced faculty aeaber vant^d to increase 
hi? teaching load, so as nev *ian on the teaj* I was given the courses 
that nad been taught by tw men, I had never been xci a.classrboa 
before as a teacher, but I- vas given a heavy vofk load! \Ebafc first 
y*ar I taught Frosh social studies, Sophomore history {1 sea. }, and.

psychology (1 sea. V. Then the choir director quit ju?t before the 
school's annual concert, so. I zook over chct also. I vas dean and 
chaplain for the oophonore claoo, and also took ay turn at ; 
supervising students in the dimng rooa, 3tudy hall/ doriutciry, ana 
.weekend free tiaes Soon i csjie to hate ao3t teenagers. They «rere 
loud, ill-uannered, and always in -trouble. In the fir3t fey aonth* 
of fall I decided to do southing 1 vould en}oy and that I could 
control. I founded the SantA Barbara Boys Cbou\ and reuruited boys 
frC'ft ^rea churches and schools. More and xore I. spent ay free, tute 
* sues, as it »as) working on the choir ana separating ayself fro* ay 
ftilo? f ranci3eans. The school administration was suspicious and 
jealou3 of the boys choir -froa the start. I becaae More secretive 
?nd isolated.. I had lost ay place at Gal,, but I was teaching saall 
boya anyway, and I had complete control of the organisation] Earlv 
\ti the choir '3 history I began involving parents in planning, fund- 
raising, etc., but it vas clearly *y choir, &>d the fulfillment of 
cr>e of ay fondest dreaas. Now I understand that it vas also a 
constant supply of attractive little boys. 
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I don't remember vho va3 the first boy with whom I acted inap- 
propriately in Santa Barbara, but I do remember several different 
boys all of whom I associated with m the first or. 3econd year. The 
choir only rehearsed once a week in those sarly dfcys. so if a. 
special song was to be worked on, it had to be outside of the normal 
practice ti^e. As a result there were any number of tiaes when I 
vould have * arranged to be alone vith a boy Often I would plan not 
only to rehearse music vith =. » articular boy. but also would want tc 
play certain qatoe3 vith him, which were f-eroially charged experience? 
f or me. I was in ay late twenties*. snd these fcoy* were eight to 
eleven Tr^rs; old. Parents always seemed supportive and generally 
delivered their sons, and collected them several hours rater. 
.Vuaost always I -would start with a music practice for perhaps an 
■sour. Eventually ^ vould end up playing darts m »ty office. If the 
boys lost the game, he would have to submit to being tickled for a 
rer~am length of toae. Usually I would suggest or insist that he 
•tear a pair of athletic shorts vithout underwear a so that I could . 
tickle him better." Because these shorts had large leg openings, I 
could not only see the boy's genitals, but also rub against then 
*?hiie tickling hlat oin the - s tomach or legs. I used this- 3ame pattern 
-;i th several boys, and this, is what ay intervention letter 
described. I would find this kind of play very stimulating and 
would have an erection. I don' t know if any of the boys' ever 
noticed this, as I was always fully clothed, but 1 was corabiQus of 
it. After this game, which might la3t twenty miiiutes or sit hour, I 
would tell the. boy to change "back into his clothes and we might .do* - 
something else; . like hike along the creek behind the seminary. Then 
he would be picked up or, I would take, him home. . Later I would 
masturhate while imagining rubbing a boy's penis. * All of these 
fantasies would involve a contextual story, that is, - 1 would imagine 
arranging a meeting, what clothes the boy would be wearing, what 
dialogue would take place, etc* Even if I used an image of a boy I 
did not know in a fantasy, : I would have to make up a 3tory which 
would place the boy in some sort. of relationship with me. I don't 
know why it was so important for me to do this, but a, large part of 
the excitement would be imagining this- "grooming" behavior. The 
*.;yfte is tru* with my fantasies of wo'aen, that is, I would have to 
create some type of relationship on which td base the sexual 
encounter. .Perhaps this is why prostitution or anonymous sex always 
seems so repulsive to me. or at least I have* trouble- imagining se^ 
with someone I don't khow. r have been speaking of a general 
pattern of behavior, now I suppose I should tell of some specific 
happenings 

va? 3 very attractive little boy, perhaps nine yfcars old "her. 
he first joined choir. He was* very well tanned, and now th^t I 
think back on it, he was probably the most beautiful child that I 
aolestea. He also had rather effeminate mannerisms, although I diy 
not find these particularly attractive liis mother was divorced,

Th^re were several other hoys" vith vhom I played these sexual garafcs 
LDce darts vith sexual tickling, or massage including either 
directly rubbing their penis or rubbing near it. Has was the case 
*?ich and perhaps brothers, and with 

«ho wrote the intervention letter; Ohce at night I also gave 
a "rub dovn" vhich included sone touching of his penis, fie did not 
really vent to do thi3, but I kept asking (begging) until he 
consented. 

Sefcetiraes I vouid take soae boys on a special outing, or on vacatio 
with *e. Qcually I took four boys, but sonatinas only tvo. These 
"puld include back rubs (read sexual touching) vith soae of the 
boys. I gave che same type of treatment, that is, "back rubs" vhic 
included so*e rubbing of the genitals to a fev boys vho vere 
students at 'St. Anthony* s.- I clearly re*ej*ber this vith tvo boys, 
toth of who* had been in the boys choir, ht least one more young 
-^sn has accused *e of molesting hia m this vay, but I don*t 
r estember doing this, although I don* t think he is lying, and clearl 
I 5Ju capable of doing it. I don' t think I continued tbi* activity :

In 1533 ve took the boys and aen's choir to England for the second 
tiae.

open recurmng to California, I read m she L.h. Time* that a boy*

^nd shocked. For the f ir3t time it va? before me that vhat I had 
ber$n doing could be classified as criminal behavior. I became 
paranoid. I imagined that every boys' parents read that, article *nd 
decided to carefully question their *ons about, me* This brought on 
5i clj.z-15. I vas sur.e I vouiJ be Sound out. Of course I could tell 
no one I tried to thank clearly but couldn't. I barely slept at 
night. I avoided ooys.and their families. I told myself my lire 
vaa over, I had no options, the damage had been done arid could not 
be repealed. Ihe only good thing I could do va$ to commit suicide 
before the truth came out. I va3 bothered by the fact that I did 
r.ct ?eem to be jble to plan clearly. I al*30 wished I knew more of 
vhdt morali3ts werV raying about suicide.'. actually I was frozen 
into doing nothing. Finally someone suggested I see the schobl 
psychologist, ffith really no hope I vent to see him and eventually 
^as able tell hxa of my fantasies.*. I never gave him -enough 
information to report me. Exactly T vhat l" said I don't remember, but 
the sessions helped ae enough vhat I 5-tarted to get better. By now 
??hool had started 3nd *ith it the choir was back on its practice 
schedule Everyone seemed to treat me ius't. as aXvays. I resolved 
never again to touch a boy: in 3 vay that could get me into troijble. 
I vas 3 till constantly around boys. 3 till occasionally had one stay 
the night (sleeping in a separate room), still supervised 5hoi*era, 
still took some on trips. But. I avoided rubbing- their genitals.- end 
r.ever again did I take, a photo of a boy nude; Hvs, ?ith the tacit 
approval of my psychologist, I started paying attention to adult 
r ^emen I had never before been' sexually* involved vith a yoman 

is sonievhit difficult to answer. Froa *rt early age I h^Ld been • 
laughs that women vere a dangerous temptation for priests. I -<nes 
and- enjoyed many" women, most of vhom vers cox\nected to the choir, 
but I never conscious of any se^al energy between us. If th~re 
had ever been invitations in the past. I had totally missed them. Z 
alio never thought a- voaan vould be interested in me in a physical 
vay. I felt that I was unattractive to ^omeiu or certainly at lease 
I T *as unavailable. At any rate, never before had it been an 
opportunity or - issue. Once I decided to be more gpen to the 
possibility of sexual involvement, vlthin a couple years I had 
relationships vith three very different all of vhom I 

enjoyed. 

B~nd I had been fairly good friends for aevexal years. Her son 
been in choir since he ?as eiehr, and she and her husband had 
been helpful vith projects a .visiter tf tames.

The tone of the letter vas stem, 
tut the --titers tried to poirx out that by forcing me to get help 
they vere not only protecting other boys* but helping ae as veil. — 
vSince this tiae they have become vfcry hostile ) I sat down vith ay 
provincial and a couple uf good friends that saiie night and told 
thea the accusations vere true- and that there were many other 
instances of smiiar behavior. I vas apjteshat* m shodc but I ra= 
not dvetly. surprised that the secret v&s finally out. J*y confreres, 
promised support and action, and a rev days later I left for St. 
Luke 1 3 -Institute in Suitiand. Maryland, near Washington DC. for a 
veek of evaluation. There I -?as interviewed and tested in every v*y- 
possible, including medical examinations and a brain scan. It vas $ 
fairly disturbing procedure, hilt the : 32 clergy patients at the 
hospital {St. Luke's is a psychiatric hospital) kept assuring »e 
that I vould aake it. it the end of* the week jay provincial f lev out 
arid together *e listened to the psychological and jaedical 
evaluation. At* this point I felt devastated. The psychiatrist 
emphasized the seriousness of the problem, vhich he diagnosed a3 
Dedophilia, 3a*e 3ex, nan-exclU3ive, arid recoanended that I begin 
treatment as. soon as possible. I remeaber one of the intervievmg 
therapists reading a suwtary of ay lire history. I was asked if I 
vented to say anything. In an emotional outburst I said, *I don't 
taww' how you can say those things about ay father, he's a very goc-r 
:*iani J Trying to cal* ie, she stated that she vas only repeating 
information that I had given her. It vas decided that in ten days I 
-^culd return 33 a. patient- I felt ccnvictsd and sentenced. My 
depression became ^ore acute. I just van ted to die. On the six 
^>r flight back to San Francisco I stared out tht vindov and yas 
tilent . 
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I.vidited ay parents in Portland, Oregon, and told them I was being 
sent away to treat depressions It was'soae aonths later I told then 
about the sex addiction by telephone. More on that later. 

5t Luke . Institute was originally founded by a priest-psychiatrist 
to treat r2e?!;oIie clergy. When it bet;aae clear that, the:* yae a 
need for creating 5 e;c addiction, the SLI adapted its prograa. It

veil xcsfffd arid expensive. N0.-MH7 ^he procraa lasts seven 
raonth?. but I there for thirteen months. I had individual 
thercpy r*ie? -t ^eek, raall group therapy ;3 aen and 2 therapists) 
three tiae* a veek, large groups twice a week, and then psychodraaa.- 
and other - pitas, thrown in at various ciae3. There were also 
educational lectures and workshops cn\ eating disorders, rational 
thinking, raaily dvna*ics\ etc, Every night we went to a 12- step 
meeting. .On weekends one could get permission to go. into tfashongton 
for the day. I beeaae an expert t:-ur guide of the .Saithsonian 
;auseuas. 

I started the program feeling, vary aiseoble and quite sure that if 
-anyone should find out what I had done I would be ostracised. So I 
tried to eay as little as possible. I spent a lot of tlae reading 
novels. My taster Christine was a great support and phoned every 
night. She al30 visited several times. I wrote a sexual history 
and . gave it to ray therapist to read. I ainiaized everything. . I 
often thought how auch Setter it would be for. everyone if I- ?ere 
dead. I couldn't watch the news or read the Washington ?03t f^r 
tear ay story would be there. The fact that nearly every other 
person at rhe Institute had similar problems did not seem to natter 
to iue Svtrry* night I had to write one page for ay therapist* about 
what vas significant that day. Thus he kept a watch on ay moods enc 
on how I ^^3 uMerstanding. myself. I sat in the hack of the chapel 
during Ha33 and at prayers, half hidden* behind 3 pillar. After * 
seven weeks' I had to present an hour-long "behavior Log" to a group 
?f patient?, basically describing ^hy I *?as at St. Luke's. I did 
this vith great trepidation and, to My surprise, aany tears. I fel 
desperate. Afterwards the other patients greeted ae with hugs and 
assistances that I wasn' t the ao^t horrible person they; had ever &et 
Two days later they read their written comments to ae — in vhat 
area3 they saw denials things they felt I ainiaized or left put, 
etc. It wa3.a good lesson in tough love* * Then ay therapist had 
each person there (16 in all) say h:-w they would feel if I Goaaitte: 
suicide.- 3hat caught ae completely by surprise. It was one of the 
aost difficult sessions I have ever endured.
